However, two schools each lost nearly two weeks. of 
school. This might be avoided by a better arrange- 
ment of the calendar.

3. More visits were made by the school board, the 
superintendent, and citizens. 

The number of tardinesses in the village school is 
much too great.

During the year courses of study in arithmetic and 
history as prescribed by the board were adopted. Out- 
lines of these were made and placed in the hands of 
the teachers. The latter have been found helpful in 
avoiding reduplication of work, and in offering a 
definite year’s plan for the teachers. 


At the Center school the cross lighting is injurious 
to the eyes of the pupils. It might be improved by 
adding more windows on the left of the pupils and 
shading those on the right. The toilets are unsatis- 
factory, and would be improved by the installation of 
a chemical toilet such as are ordinarily used in schools 
of this type.
